VALLEJO, Cal, Feb. 28.-Tho fcrry-boot 


Julia was the scone of a disastrous explo- 
sion at her wharf yesterday mornlnc, and 
It is now bj'leved that fully forty lives 
were lost The Julia was abdut to leave 
her moorings at South Vallcjo a lew minutes 
after G o'clock a. in. There wore seventy 
people on board, most of whom were men 
employed in the lumber-yards on tho other 
sldo of tbe strait. Just as tha doc'.c hande 
were hauling in the lines there was a loud 
explosion, and .1 sheet of flame shot up in 
the air. Thoso who were on deck at tao 
time wero hurled overboard by tho iorce 
oil the explosion, and several ol1 them were 
killed outright by bcinir strr.clc by pk-cos ol 
tbo debris, which were sent Hying in every 
direction. 


A great ruantlty ot petroleum was slorcU

If this 13 good advice for one family it is 
just as good for every family, but it it 
were included in the rules to teachers, 
the children would be at home a good 
shnre ot the time and the heating system 
ot our school buildings would be a pro- 
nounced burlesque. There is no ezoujo 
for this state of things, and it is high 
time that public sentiment was aroused 
and tho evil remedied, If the court 
bouse can be furnished with summer heat 
from October to May, any public build- 
ing in the city can bo supplied with tho 
same necessity, It is high time that tbo 
school board woko up to the foot that 
public sentiment 
demands properly 


heated school rooms.
